
NOTICE OF NAMES OF PERSONS APPEARING TO BE OWNERS OF
ABANDONED PROPERTY

Pursuant to Chapter 523A, Hawaii Revised Statutes, and based upon reports filed
with the Director of Finance, State of Hawaii, the names of persons appearing to be the
owners of abandoned property are listed in this notice. The term, abandoned property,
refers to personal property such as money, bank accounts, certificates of deposit,
negotiable instruments, gift certificates, credit balances, insurance policy refunds, etc.,
that, in most cases, have remained inactive for a period of at least 5 years. Abandoned
property, as used in this context, has no reference to real property.

The names are listed in alphabetical order together with their last known address,
if any. Each name is preceded by a numeric code, in parentheses, referencing it to the
name and address of the holder of the property. To find the name and address of the
holder, locate the number which matches the numeric code in the “Index” of Holders to
Listing” in this notice. For example, the first property on this year’s list is
(147) 123 Fashion therefore the holder is the Director of Finance. FCU, where used in
this listing, is the abbreviation for Federal Credit Union.

OWNERS OF PROPERTY PRESUMED ABANDONED SHOULD CONTACT
THE HOLDER DIRECTLY TO CLAIM THEIR PROPERTY

Proof of claim must be presented by the owner to the holder before April 20,
2006. If proof of claim is not presented by the owner to the holder and/or if the owner’s
right to receive the property is not established to the holder’s satisfaction before the
above prescribed date, the abandoned property will be placed in the custody of the
Director of Finance, State of Hawaii, no later than May 1, 2006. All proof of claims must
then be submitted to the Director of Finance, State of Hawaii.
